Everyone 

got 50 coins and the rest was donated to TEC for Giveaways at the ANA Convention. 

To this day, I didn't realize that I don't have any type #1 but I do have 

a couple dozen of the Type #2. How in the world did I stand Short? I guess 

that I either sold or trsded or donated my Type #l's and thought that I had put 
one away for my collection. 

I researched the coin in 1976 TEC News and couldn't find much except Ruby 

Threlkeld did mention receding a set at ANA, in her notes of interest. I did 

write it up and enclosed prints in my "Auction Newsletter" which was very 
popular at the time.

silhouette of the Louisiana Superdome roof. Frank Brazzell did another 
outstanding job on the design interpretation and die work. 

Just prior to the convention I had a die of the official logo made in 
an attempt to market the coin as a souvenir, but ran into a prohibitively 
igh sanctioning cost. So I dropped the idea of trying to market the 
coins at the convention. I did give out a number of coins to the 
Volunteer drivers and others who were helpful in supporting the Convention
